WASHINGTON; July 31.—That. Persia 
will meet in full the demands of the 
Unitéd States relative’ to the killing of 
Major Robert W. Imbrie, Vice Consul 
at Tehefan, is shown by the text of 
the. reply of .the Persian Minister of 
For » Affairs, as made public. here 
: “on receipt from Minister Korn- 
feld. 

In the Seionn note Acting Secretary 
Grew made the point that -American- 
property and lives must be respected. 
THe reply says this is consgidéred ‘a 
“positivé. duty’’. by the Persian Gov- 
ernment. 

The’ Persian note, which was dated 
July 20: dnd addressed to Minister pea 
feld, reads as-follows: 

“Pursuant to my ‘letter’ No. “9,458 I 
beg to advise your Excéllency of the 
views of the Imperial Govérnment in 
response.to your note of July 25, 1924. 
‘As your Exceliency has observed, the 
Governmént and people of Persia‘ are 
extremely chagrined and depressed by 
the lamentable incident of Friday, July 
18, and have expressed their feelings 
to that effect ‘in numerous instances 
and in various ways. 

**You state that your iesathianey” s Gov- 
ernment does not desiré to approach the 
situation in such manner as to offend 
my Government. The Persian: Govern- 
ment regards this as an’ evidence the 
unequivocal good-will and friendship of 
the Américan Government, and requests 
your. Excellency to be. good enough to 
communicate its thanks and apprecia- 
tion to the enttharitieg'ot your great Gov- 
érnment.

The British Government having 
made representations to the United 
States and Japan that elevation of 
capital ship guns would, in its judg- 
ment, be a violation of the Washing- 
ton naval treaty, the issue can now be 
taken up officially by the signatory 
Powers. The United States Navy 
Department has been of a‘ contrary 
opinion, maintaining that the inhibi- 
tioh of alterations in the number or 
general type’ of mounting cf main 
armament does not prevent the eleva- 
tion of guns already in position. . Of 
cougse, the provision was not put into 
the treaty without discussion at the 


conference, and it should be-a simple’ 


matter to examine the minutes in 
order tq arrive at a correct interpreta- 
tion. It is now said for publication 
that the proposal to forbid alterations 
in gun-mountings came from Great 
Britain herself, and that it was adopted 
to-preclude the rebuilding of old bat- 
tleships to tarry. guns of-larger calibre. 
This explanation is in effect an argu- 
ment for establishing the 5-5-3. ratio 
on something more than a tonnage 
basis.

An article in Tue Tnixs today, describing 
the disastrous effects of the drought on the 
tobacco ¢rop,) is, misleading. ‘Tobacco (Ha- 
vana leaf) is our principal crop here and it 
has not suffered appreciably from the 
drought, and is not likely to. 

‘The report of damage is probably sent out 
in the interest of the buyers, who would like 
to buy at a low price on the ground that the 
quality is poor and sell high on the ground 
that the,crop is short. 

As to. the tobacco * ‘‘compfeting the cycle 
and going to seed,’’ that always occurs at 
this. time ef year. When the ‘flower stalk {a 
well started the grower’ cuts it off. The 
pDilant then sends up another stalk from the 
exil of the highest leaf an@\the grower soon 
breaks this also off. Then two .or three 
more shoots are sent up and are broken off. 
This process is called ‘topping’ and “suck- 
ering.”’

There must be commissions .ang 
more commissions, spies and: smelling 
committees to see to-it that the\restric- 
tions: on -business and industry are not 
violated. About ten years ago. Wiscon- 
sin sbuilt a large State Capitol.

increased that there is no room for 
them in the. Capitol,’ and many: offices 
have to be hinge in Madison for their 
use, 

The expense, ies, of enforcing the La 
Follette policies is considerable. It adds 
much to the burden of taxation. It ac- 
counts in a large measure for the fact 
that since 1900 Wiscontin’s taxes have 
increased tenfold. The investors in in- 
dustries and business in Wisconsin are 
doubly discouraged. They have-to sub- 
mit to a business pérsecution. They 
have to pay in extra taxes for the éx- 
pense of being persecuted. No wonder 
they go elsewhere that they may be 
free from such oppression. 

The La Follette policies have proved 
a curse instead of a blessing to the peo- 
ple of. Wisconsin. It.would be a na= 
tional calamity if they were, adopted by 
the nation.

WASHINGTON, . July 31,—Indications 
were given at the Department-of Justice 
tonight that Attorney General Stone is 
preparing an action against some, of 
the radio equipment companies for al- 
leged violation of anti-trust laws, The 
steps ddntemplated are understood to 
be_ based .on the recent charge by the 
Federal Trade Commission that a mo- 
hopoly existed among some of the com- 
panies. ; 

The Attorney General declined to dis 
cuss the situation, but admitted that 
the “Sherman faw section” of his de- 
partment was.considering’ the findings 
of the Trade Commission,. which were 
said to be of such a character as to. 
warrant close study and “a further in- 
vestigation for additional facts.’’ 

Some department officials indicated 
adbelief that an agreement exiated among 
certain radio. equipment ers f 
respect to selling — but they were 
not prepared. to jure; nor 
would they say whether the companies 
Were the onés cited by the Trade Com- 
mission. .‘These were the Radio Cor- 
poration of America, the General Elec- 
tric Company, the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, the Westing- 
house Con estern tric Com- ; 
pany, the 1 mioriarional Radio Company 
and the United Fruit and Wireless Speé- 
cialty Company. 

These, the commission in a complaint 
issued last anuary charged, were 
creating and maintaining a monopoly in 
radio apparatus and communication.
